From Sept. 26, 1773, to Feb. 20, 1775. 

4!N^^Xl)^CiJ^$ N my laft Narrative, I mcDtioncd a Pur- 
poie of fending Miflionaries to itinerate in 
^ the Province of Quebec. And accordingly, 
V^ as foon as the Streams and Wavs would al- 
fy low, and neccflary Provifion ror the long 
and expenfive Tour could be made, Meffrs. 
^"^a^niSp^^i^^ Friflne and Deane fat out as Pirachers, lad 
Spring, on the new, and hitherto unattcmpted Enterprize, with 
Deiign to penetrate as far as God in his Providence fhould o- 

B pen 
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pen a Door for their preaching among the Savage Tribes in 
cl^ Wildemefi. And with them alfo went JTbomas WdU 
tott^ a Member of this College, about i6 Years old, widi a 
View, (if fuch a benevolent Sachem could be found, as 
might be iafely trufted) to be left in fuch a fituation, in one of 
thor Tribes, as misht ^ve him the beft Opportunity and 
Advantages to make lumfelf Mafter of a Langjuage^ that 
might furnifh him for a moft extenfive Ufefulnefs, in the Ca- 
pacity of a Miffionary among them in ibme tuture Time, when 
he fhall have flnifhed his Courfe of Learning, for that Pur- 
poie, in this College 

But, I need not trouble my Reader here with a particular 
Account of this Million, nor of the many concurring Cir- 
cumftances inviting them to leave Mafter Wckott among the 
Tribe, at St. Fra/uis^ from whence they brought to this 
School, Four Boys whole Grand Parents were capuvated from 
New-EM^Umd^ by that Tribe many Years a^, when they 
were quite Young. These they were naturabzed, and there 
they nuuTied, and there they have left a numerous Off- 
fpnng. 

Nor need I give Account of Mr. KenJal*% Milfion to Qigb^ 
nawaga^ &c. as thde Accounts will be given bv the Mifflo- 
narics themfelves, in an Appendix hereto annexea. 

Thbsb Four Children, and alfo the Two Children x>f capti- 
▼ated Parents, who came with Mr. Riple; ^of which I gave 
ibme Account in my laft Narrative) are all between Ten and 
Fourteen Years Old, and all appear promifm^.- — They at- 
tend the Duties and £xerciles appointed them m the School, 
with great Chearfulnefi and Diligence, and make good Pro- 

ficiency. The Two wha came with Mr, Rspley^ can read 

pretty well in the New Teftament-, and begin to focak Eng- 
filh with Freedom; and can underftand the moft that is faid, 
in Diicourfes of coounon AflTain. 1 find them all eafy to go- 

vem 
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vern, and I jud^ they have been under Government In the 
Families, tD which mcf beloi^ed. 

Tri Language of thofe from St Flrands^ I underftand 
to he nearly the fame at is fpoke by the Eaftem Indians, 
and^alfo, by feveral large Tribes, far Weft in the Wilder- 
nels. 

Ahd though they were oom among the In&amy and have 
been cEpofcd to partake of their national Vices» as much as 
Cohabiiaition, and fuch early Conneftions could infpire \ yet 
they appear to be as fprightlv, aftive, enterprifing» benevo- 
lent towards all, and as fenfible of Kindnefles done them, as 
Engliih Children conunonly are, 

Akd if God fliall gracioufly mnt his Bleffing on Endea- 
vours ufed to (qualify them for Ulefulnefs, I thiiui there is a 
more encouraging and animating Profpeft, than has ever yet ap- 
peared in any Initance, that by their means, the Knowlege of 
the true God and Saviour, may be (pread far and wide, a- 
mong feveral large and diftant Trib^, where Chrut has not 
yet Men named. 

To THESE were added, about the fame Time, a Boy which 
came with Mr. Kendaly from C^bnawaga^ and another from 
Stockbridgiy and two before m the School) all nearly of the 
lame Age. 

These Ten Boys are of an Age, which all know pecu- 
liarly requires not only the Prudence, Fidelity, and Care of 
a Mafter to inftruft and govern them at School, hut alfo the 
Piety and Benevolence of a Mother to infpeft their Morals, 
and form their Minds and Manners to Rules of Rdigion and 
Decency, when they are out of School, and alfo to infpecL 
and repair their Apparrd, and inure them to Decency and 
Cleanlinefs, in their daily Appearance in Public, 
r 1 The 
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The well performance of thefe Offices, hu been found by 
conftant £x{>erience, in all Ages and Nations, to be of great 
Influence in forming Youth for future Ufefulnefs in Life, and 
it may reafonably be fuppofed to be of * greater Importance to 
none, than thole, when they emerae out of Paganifm, and 
from under the Influence of fuch Examples, as moft of thefe 
have had before them from their Mother's Womb. 

1 HAVE all along found great Difficulty to procure fuch, as 
were both (kilful, and di^fed to give fuch conftant, mo- 
therly Attention, as is ncccflary to the du^ Performance of 
thefe Offices > and found the Difficulty ib great, chat I have 
been almoft without Hope of finding one properly qualified 
for fuch a fingular and important Service, till of late, by (bme 
unexpefted Occurrences in Providence, which I can't but take 
Notice of as a very fignal Appearance of the Hand of God, 
ample Provifion has been made to fupply this Neceffity. 

Mas. Elizaietb fFalcott ofBofttm^ (Mother to "thmoklVakoU^ 
now with the Indians at St. Fronds^) a Gentlewoman of Piecv, 
and diftinguifliine Zeal to rdieve the Needy, efp^ally of tne 
Houfhold of Faim — and is of a lively, chcarful, and enterprif- 
ing Temper, and (above many others) has been forward, when 
Opportunity prefented, to exert herfelf, in her Place, to help 
forward this Caufe of the Redeemer, was obliged, on the 
Blockading the Harbour of BoftoHy to quit the Bullnefs, on 
which (he depended for her Support there, and, being mvitcd 
by fever J Gentlemen to join them in a Trade in thb Vicinity, 
fhe came purfuant to their Invitation \ but, before her Arrival, 
and before fhe had any Knowledge of it, by fome Change of 
Afiairs, the Door for her Improvement in fuch a Capacity was 
wholly ftiut — She arrived five Days before thefe Boys from 
the Northward came, or we had heard of their coming ; and 
while fhe was waiting the Difpofal of Provideiice, and turning 

her 
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her Thoughts what Courie to take» they came with Mr. Frifiie^ 
Offob& 6, which, at once feemed to open to View the kind 
Defian of her long and tedious Tournev of eight Days, to meet 

with fuch a Difappointment of the Bulinefs fhe dxpefted 

She, with great Cnearfulnefs, undertook the important Service 
propofed to her, ot the immediate Care of the ten Boys, to per- 
form every Office c^a chriftianMother for them,in which ro- 
vidcnce provided a Fullnefs of Bufinefi for her, and her little 
t)aughter, who came with her — I told the Children by an In- 
terpreter, that ihe was mother to the Lad, who was left arnon^ 
their Relation^) and that Ihcwould betheirMothcr- — the Chil- 
dren wpeared to be much pleafed and comforted by this, in their 

frcat Diftance and Seperation from their Friends, and amon^a 
eople of a lliange Language — and it was not a little affe&ing 
to fee the natural and undillembled Expreflions of their filial 
Fondnefs towards her, their Confidence in her, and filial Fear 
to difpleafe her, which appeared in all their Conduct and Be- 
haviour toWfirds lier*^-and it ftill contmues. They appear to 
be as fully contented and cafy, as if they were ar a Father's 
Houfe ; and neither of them has yet nianifefted the leaft Defire 
to return Home. And this is the more remarkable, as it was 
fo lately, viz. towards the Clofe of the laft War, that M^or 
Rogersy and his Party made fuch Havock among that Tnhc : 
and (as we underftand by thefe Boys, fince they begin to talk 
Englifh,) fome of the Indians had ufed their Endeavours to in- 
fpire a Fean that they would meet the fanie Kind of inhuman 
Treatment from the Englilh, when they fhould come among 
them. 

They continue conftant and chearful in going to, and order- 
ly in attending the School, and make laudable Proficiency-— 
they appear ambitious to excel in Knowledge, as well as in 
fbrmmg their Manners, in every Refpeft, by the Rules their 
Mother and School Matter give them— and they are, at pre- 

lent; 
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Tent, by hr the moft oromifiug ftt of Youths^ I h«te ever yec 

had from the IndiaD Country. 

Anp it mav not be dUagreeaUe to my Reader, to Iiare feme 
Account of the Provifion a kind Providence has alfo made of 
a Maftcr to inftruft thefe, and the reft of my Indian Scholars. 

When I was mCcnnefficut laft Spring, Ja^ok Fmter of the 
Montauck Tribe, who received his Education in this School 
Ibme Years aco in ConneSicMt^ and, fince he left it, has fup^ 
ported a good rdigious and moral Charafter, as well as aClu^ 
rafter for fingular Modefty, and good Paru and Learning for 
an Indian ; and as fuch, has been for feveral Years employed 
in teaching School, amonft the StMNatms^ and alio in the Indi- 
an Towns in New-Ef^km-^-MA has been alio fometimes em- 
ploved as a public Teacher of their Tribes, applied to me in 
Diftrefi, and reprefented to me, that the finall Allowance of a- 
bout £.1$ Sterling, together with all the Advantage he could 
get Leifure to ms^e to himlelf b^ cultivating Indian Land, 
had not been fufficient to fuppott him» and hisfmall FamUv fo, 
but that he had been neceffitated to involve himfclf in Debt 
for a Subfiftence» and that he faw no Way to discharge his 
Debts, but b^ leaving the Bufine(s he was in, and betaking 
himfelf to Hu(bandry. He speared much dgefted in Spirit, 
and difcouraged — I advilcd him to make proper Application to 
his Employers for Relief, and if he could not obtain it ib, I 
advifed, that he fliould iedc fuch Sureties, as his Creditors would 
be well fatisfied with, and retire to me, and inftruft the Indians 
of this School. He proceeded according to thefe Steps, and 
arrived here with his Wife, a few Days after thefe Cnildren 
from St. Francis came hither, and has uken the Charge of 
them, and the reft of the Indians in the School, in which Mr. 
Dean is the Mafter and InftruAor of the Latin Scholars. And 
thus they are fumifhed with Means of an Education moft a- 
greeable to my Mind, as well as to their*s — and I may add,thae 
by the Failing of a Man who was expeftcd to come about this 

Time, 
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Time, with his Famiif to take the Overfight of the Hufbandry 
of the College Farm, a finall but conrenient Houic was at this 
Jiuifture vacant atid at Liberty, in which Mr. Fowler znd his 
Wife has a conyenient Room at one End, and Mrs. tVaUott 
and her Daughter a Room, and Bed Chamber at the other, and 
thefe Children provided with a Lodging Room under the fame 
Roof I where they retire from School, and fo arc under the 
Eyes of their proper Infpefton, both in, and out of School. 

AifOTHBit Circumftance^ which appears not a little favour- 
able in this Difpofal of Providence, and which I think worthy 
of Notice, is that Mr. Fowler^ quite unexpedtcdly, and to his 
Surprize, finds that thefe Boys from St. Francis^ fpeak nearly 
the fame Language with his Nation, and that, with very little 
Pains, he can preach freely to them, and confequently, to many 
laige Tribes far diftant, in their own Tongue-**He is now em- 
ployed in a School, fufficiently large for one to attend upon, 
and is under good Advantage to employ all leifure Hours, in 
fumifliing himfelf for the facred Miniftry in the Wildernefs, 
andpurpofes, at the Call of Providence^ to receive Ordination, 
and a regular Introdudion thereto. 

And indeed, it appears to me, that the coming of thefe 
Boys to this School, with all thde concurring Circumftances, 
exhibits the moft encouraging, and animating Profpefts of 
future Succefs to this great Deflgn, that has ever yet opened 
to View in this Land. If God (ball gractoufly make thefe 
Youths the fubjeds of his fpecial Grace, and furnifh them 
with all necefiary Knowlege, and fend them forth on thac 
Work, may we not hope that their united Force will be 
terrible againft the Kingdom of Darkneis, in the Wil- 
dernefs. 

And this Prolbeffc is yet further, I think, much increafed, 
by the propofed Removal of the principal Inborn of the Tribe 
at Montaudi^ with all the chriftianized and civilized Indians of 

the 
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the feveral Towns in New-Ef^hmd^ to fettle in « Body in the 
Heart of the Country of the Six Naiians^ which is ezpcded to 
be efieded next Suounen This is in Confequence of an Ap« 
plication, made tinder the Countenance, AfltfVance and Di* 
xt6Aon oi S\v WilUam JohnfMy by Mr. Ocam^ Jcfepbjobnpm^ 
Jacob FowtcTy and others delegated by the leveral Tribes for 
that Purpofe. In Conlequence of which, they have obtain- 
ed and well fecured a Traft of choice Land, Fifteen or 
Twenty Miles Ibuare, where they defign to fettle in a Body, 
as a civilized ana chrifkian People, and cultivate thofe Lands 
for their Subfiftence; andalfo by them, as fopn, and as far 
as they Ihall be able, to fupport all Divine Ordinances and 
Schools among them; and invite their Savage Brethren to an 
imitation of them, and a Participation of all thefe Benefits and 
Privileges with them. They porpofe to have, as far as majr 

be, of their own Sons for Minifters and School-Mafters. 

And from this Place, their Minifters may with much lefs Ex- 
pencc, make Excurfions among the Tribes round about them, 
a^nd their School will be near and convenient to receive the 
Children of fuch, as (hall defire a Chriftian Education for 
them. 

This has been efFefted principally, bythi; Agency of Mr. 
OccofmiAJofephJohnlm: the latter of which has beeh abun« 
dant, and unwearied in his Labours to accomplifh it, and in 
this there appears to be a moft cordial Concurrence and Ap- 
probation of^all the adjacent Tribes. 

This Johnfon was educated in this School in ConneSiscatj and 
fince helcft^it has for fome Years kept School among the 
OnoidaSy and in fome of the Indian Towns in Niw-En^lani^ 
and is, in a Judgment of Chriftian Charity, a real Ch riftian, 
and is become a zealous Preacher of Christ among the In- 
iHam. He is a Youth of good natural^ and conlidcrable ac- 
quired 
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-quired Abilities, and is much elleemed among the Indians, and 
bids fair to be a good Preachen 

HE^bcgan to teach publicly among the Indians with the 
Approbation of Mr. Occom^ and feveral Parties^ which occafi* 
onaily invited him — but was npt eafy with fuch an Introduc- 
tion, being of Opinion, that the Dignity and Importance of 
that facred Work demanded, and thac the Word of God en^- 
joined a more public and folemn Approbation and Inveftiture 
by the Minifttrs of Chrift, who have the Care and Charge of 
that Matter, coounitted to them by Jssvs Chmst, 

Hb accordmgly came hither, at our public Commencemtni: 
laft Am^j and offered him&lf to Examination by a voiuntar/ 
Council of Minifterj of the Gofpe!, who were here upon that 
public Occafion ^ who, at hisDefire, afibciated for that Pur* 
pole, before whom he performed the feveral Exercifes, appoint 
ted him in his Examination, to thmr good Satisfaftion, oi wliich 
they gave their joint Teftimony, with a Reconunendadon to 
the fkcttd Work *, and thereupon, in Compliance with an In- 
vitation given him, he prayed and preached, publicly, in a 
learned ud numerous Aflonbly, to univerfid Sadsfaftion ; 
which thftj teffified by.a handfome Collection, at the Clofe of 
the Service, madefbr him, to aflift him in the Payment of his 
Debts. He purpoles, at a proper Seafbn, to receive Ordina- 
tion to the Gofpel Muiiftry, and to remove and fettle with his 
Brethren, who are removing into the Wildemefi. 

And as he was, for feme Time, a School-Mafter iunong the 
Omndasy he is already, confiderably acquainted widitheQMv- 
dn and Mobawk Language, and will lUcely, by* a little more 
Acquaintance with them, be able to preach to them fredy 
without an Interpreter ^ and alfo, as he (as well zs Jacob Fow- 
kr) Speaka nearly the fame Language of the St. Framis Indi-

anf 9 and manj large Weftem Tcibe8^ it is to be hoped, thes/ 
may jointly, in fome futtire Tune, be yfefiil in extenfive Mil- 
fions, where no Miffionaries have yet been. 

The Number of Indians in this School, fince my laft Nar<- 
rative, has been from x6 to 2 1, and the whole Number of Cha- 
rity^ or dependant Sdiolars, has been about 30, and the whole 
Number or dependant and independantScholars, in the College 
and School, about an Hundred. 

The Number of Miffionaries, the laft Scafon, was Three, 
befides Thomas fFdlcoti^ who is yet fupported among the In- 
dians. 

I HAva had Opportunity, the laft Year, to fee more fully 
the mifchievous and fatal Confequences of Connexions, form- 
ed or allowed by Scholars, with Gentlemen of profane and im- 
moral Converfation abroad, and have had full Evidence, that 
one Sinner, m fuch a Seminary, is capable of deftroying much 
Good, while he ferves,as a Medium of Communication between 
fuch Men, and hk FelloW'Students» and is difpofed to intro- 
duce fuch to as large Acqiaaintance, and neat Fan^iarinr 
with them as he can, and is malevolent enou^ to fumifh fucn 
Adverlarifs from Abroad, with all Advantajges poffible, to 
injure the Seminary and the Governors and Diredors of it, by 
cxpofing and aggravating fuchDeieds, as accrue only througn 
fmall Miftakcsrinadvertencies, or bv fpecial, unforefeen, and 
unavoidable Providences of God, which ought to have been 
confidered only as a Frown of Heaven, anda righteous Re- 
buke of GoD*s Hand upon themfelves, and not as any Fault 
in thofe, to whom they unkindly miputed it, as Matter of 
Blame, and made it anOccaGon of Reproach, by their with- 
hoMingPartofthcTrutn, and a bafe difguiling of Fafts, in 
their Reprcfenutbns of them, &c. By Means of a few fuch 
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malevolent Inftrumcnts, a whole Covmtr7 may bo filled with 
Slanders and Lies ; which, after pafling through a Number of 
Hands, and confirmed by feveral Authorities, may g^n Credit 
with Gentlemen of the bdft Chara^rs^ though none nK>re ere* 
dible than a Ga/hmu had ever faid it. 

I WAS early aware of this Evil, and exerted myfelf, what I 
could, to prevent and ftop the Progrefs of it. I foon found 
the Evil to be very obftinate, and difficult, on many Accounts, 
to remedy.*— The Affairs of this Seminary, otherwife than 
what ieemed thus to threaten it from a few Individuals, wore 
an agreeable Afpeft, the Youth generally orderly, and well- 
behaved — Love and Peace in general prevailed, infomuch, 
that there was feldom, if ever, Occafion for Reproof, except- 
ing of this finall Number, chiefly on Account of their fond 
and unguarded Afibdationrand Connexion with fuch, whofe 
polite, and too falhionable Converfatton was very Infe&ious, 
And wbofe Wards eat^ asdotb aCanker. 

I WAS taken Sick in the Begmnvig of April laft, and, for 
fome Weeks, was confined to my JEioule — As loon as I was a- 
ble to {et upon my Horlc, my Pay ficians advifed me to a long 
Journey, from which I returned in June, and was much affec- 
ted and furprized to find what Havock the Adverfary and his 
Inftruments had made, and the Diforder and Confufion he had 
fpread here. — I found much Occafion jforFordtude and Refo- 
lution, and the more on Account of the Credit the Slanders 
and Lies had now gained, far and near. But, by difmiffing a 
few of my Students, all returned <bon to their former State of 
Peace and good Older, and fo have contiaued until this Day. 
And the mofl: of the Youth Ieemed to receive ftich ConviAion 
of die Source of the pafl Calamity, and the Channel and In- 
ftruments by which it had been introduced, and arifen to fuch 
a Height, as difpofed them, in their feveral Claffcs, of their 
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own Accord, and with a general Unanimity, and in ibme 
Cla&s, intireiy with one Heart, by their Refolves^ to fet up 
a Standard, fo far as in them lay, a|;ainft every thing thiut 
might have a Lead tP fuch Evils in Time to come. This Con^ 
duA of my Student^ feemcd mpft evidently ^o proceed from a 
good Cauie, and has been as evidently attended, and followed 
with the Bleffins of God. -^Nothing has feemed more effeftual- 
ly to ihame ai^ difcouragc wjc|cra Inftruments, or (lop the 
Mouths of their Abettors. And to this Goo leems to have 
furtherteftified his Approbation, by pouring out a Spirit of 
Cohvidion upon a Number of the Students of late^ wnich, in 
a Judgment of Charity, has iflued in laving EflSsfb, in a Num- 
ber of Inftances : And I hope in God to lee Evidences of the 
fame effcAual Work in many others, who at prefent appear to 
have fome real Conviftion of their perilhine Neceflity of the 
rcnewingWorkof the Spirit of Grace ; and hitherto the Work 
has appeared to be very genuine, and the Fmits of it very 
good. 

The Progrefs of Hufbandry on this Farm, the laft Year, has 
not been equal, in every Reiped, to my Hopes, by Rcafon 
that the Sealon proved fo wet, as not to favour fome Branches 
of it. However, the ProKtefs of it, and Benefit by it, has 
been very cortfiderable..-I have raifed and reaped upon the 
School Land, tbe laft Year, about 300 Bufhels ot choice 
Wheat— -but the Crop of Indian Corn fell much Short of my 
Expeftations, being but about 250 Bulhels ^-I have fitted and 
fowed, the laft Seafon, about 25 Acres of Wheat on new Land, 
and about 15 Acres of Rye ; but have done it under the Dif- 
advantage of not being able fufHciently to burn the Tralh up- 
on the Surface, which occafioned much more Labour and Ex- 
pence in preparing the Ground, and the profpeft of a Crop is 
machJeff.

I HAVB cut 60 Tons of good Hay the laft Seafon^ and have 
a Profpeft of a very confiderable Addition to that Quantity the 
next, if Providence fhall favour it. 

I have begun to prepare, and have a Profped, that I fliall 
fit about 60 Acres o( new Land to ibw with Wheat the next 
Seafim. I have improved about x 2 or 14 Oxen, and about 
20 Cows, the Property of the School, and have a Profpcd of 
Plentv for their Support for Summer and Winter, and I find 
already the great Benefit of having wherewith to do it this Win- 
ter, without the Fatigue and Expence of going 40 Miks for 
my Hay, as I have been forced to do 'till this Year. 

I have been obliged to employ a large Number of Labour- 
ers to bring the Afl^ir of the Farm to fuch a Ripenefs, befides 
thole, employed in building my own Houfe, and other Build- 
ings, neceflary to accommodate my Students, and muft em^ 
ploy a large Number the enfuinsYear to compleat that which 
1 Kave begun, and make fuch rences as will be neceflary to 
lecure Improvements. 

I have been, and now am making Provifion of Boards, 
Bricksy Stone, &c. for the new College, propofed to be erec- 
ted here, and expeft, by the coming Sprins, to have expend- 
ed all that has beenseneroufly contribured by this Province, 
and others for that Furpofe i and hope God will gracioufly 
open other Refburces, by which I mav be enabled to accom- 
pliih that nK>ft neceflarv Defign, without which the Growth 
and Progrefs of this Inftitution muft be ftinted* 

Ik order to perform the Duty reauired in the Charter of the 
Townfiiip of ^^r^^^, about 12 Miles AxMnthis Place, and 
tofecure the Intereft of this School in that Town, I have clear- 
ed (f, 4. fufficient for burning, and fowing ynxh Hay Seed, 
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when the Seafon will allow) 1 1 6 Acres of choice Land, where 
may eafily be made feveral good Farms, convenient toln^ leafed 
for the Benefit of the School. 

I BATE alio been at large Expence in the Townfhip of Lm- 
di^ (which belong to this School) where I have built a com* 
fortableDwelling-Houie, without anv unneceflary adorning— 
and have alfo built a good Saw-Mill, very convenieml]r utu- 
ace on a cood Stream, and have nearly paid for the building 
of a Grift*Mill by it, which will be convenient for a large 
Number of Cuftomers ; from which die School has a Profped 
of confiderable Advantage foon — My Labourers there have 
cleared and fowed eleven Acres of Wheat and Rye, well con- 
ditioned and msde confiderable Frovifion for Pafhiring and 
and Mowinff — My Overfeer there oflTers to become bound, 
that, \rith Sic additional Expence of 30L Sterling, 1 fhall be 
able, the Seafbn after next, with the common Bleffing of Pro- 
vidence, to cut 100 Tons of good Hay. — The Roads, neccf- 
fary for travelling fundry Ways through the Townfhip, arc 
moft of them cut, and made feafible — a Charter of Incorpora- 
tion, endowing the Town with ufual Town Privileges, is now 
granted. — The Soil of the Town is exceeding gooo, and the 
ituation of it quite agreeable and inviting — and it fcems there 
need be but little more Expence, than only laying out the 
Profits of what has been already done in the Town, for a few 
Years, in order to enlarge the Improvements to fuch a Degree, 
as will make a very conmlerable yearly lacome for the Ufe and 
Benefit of this School. 

I HAVE alfo introduced, and let up, a Blacldmith in this 
Neighbourhood, and made Provifion of Stock and Tools for 
three Fires : from whence* I hope, there will accrue fome an- 
nual Profit to thia School^ as wdl as great Encouragement 
and Benefit to the Settlers* 

Thi 
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Tiifi carrying thefe Things to this Hci^ht^ (all will believe^ 
who knows the Circumftances of the Affair^ ) has not been with- 
out great Expence, though God has gracioufly made every 
thins I have yet rzktn in hand here, in purfuance of the ^ 
nenuDefiffn, toprofper, I think, to the Admiration of all ju- 
dicious Bwolders. 

FuKTHxn, and large Expenceis vet neceffary to bring them 
Cofuch Ripenefs, as to^make the Scnool independant, which I 
hope yet to fee. — I wprehend, ^at loool. Sterling, well laid 
out, will carry it fb nur» that tiiere wiU be a Fund fufficient to 
fupport an Hundred Indian Boys, or that Numbo- of Englifli 
Youths on Charity, anda Funaas permaiientas^theSodl, and 
the yearly Value of it may be ftiu increalmg, fot Years to 
come, by new Improvements made of other Lands belonging 
to the School, 'till all the School Land Ihall be brought under 
the beft Cultivation. 

Thjbse Things being laid together, appen* to me (and I am 
perfuaded I fhail not be found alone in my Apprehenxions) to 
ezhihit the faireft-, by far the faireft Profpedt of future Socceis 
to this great Undertaking, that ever yet opened to View m our 
VWlem Wildemefs.— Sdcn a ColkAion, ifrom their fevcral 
Tnbes of civilized, orderly, and good Members of Society, 
and many of t&em, in a Jtidgment ot Charity, real godly, zea- 
lous Chimians, who have the Caufe of the Kedeemtr and the 
Salvation of Souls truly at Heart, — to incorporate with, and 
fettle in the Midft of the Six Nations, undor fuch Advantages 
to inftru£% then , and invite them by theh* Exaariple, to fbnn 
their Manners by the Laws of Goiz, and mere alfb fumifli^ 
with a Numbor of their own Sons, well qualified and dtlpofed 
to ferve them as Minifters and School-Mafters, and thefe in a 
Situation, fb convenient to make Excurfions «s Evangelifts a^ 
mong other remoier Tribes, with whom we have yet had little 
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or no Acquaiiuance \ and amoo^ thofe» whofe Laogoage (we 
now undcrftand) thefe Mif&onaries will be able^ with little Dif- 
ficylty, to fpeak freely — and their Iotrodu£tion among them 
may be without expenfive Ceremony, or any Danger of raifing 
fuch Jealoufies, and evil Surmifings, as they have always con- 
ceived againft'Engliih MifConaries, at their firft coming among 
thcm--^aIfo their being under fudi (insular Advantages, agree- 
ably to receive fuch ot any Tribe, as they ihould find diljpofed 
to come to their Schools, to be inftrudled in all ufeful and ne- 
ccffary Learning, and this to be done by their Brethren, incor- 
poratcd i^ith them, and of the fame Blood—add to this, alfo, 
tlic Profpedt, that theic now with me, from various and diftant 
Tribca, will likely foon fucceed, and join them in the fame ge- 
neral Dcfign—who will be endowed with fuch important Qua? 
lifications, as they will have from their Birth, and early Edu- 
cation among them, and fuch as Art could not give. 

I HAVE, alfo, afober and religious Youth of the Narragan- 
fiU Tribe,' now in his fecond Year in College — and another of 
the Siockkuigfi Tribe» who is near fit to enter College, and a- 
nother uncommonly promifing, of the Huron Tribe,* ^o is 
Mafter of the jPr^n^^ and Mohawk as well as Huron Languages, 
and appears hitherto virtuoufly difpofed, and is of a manly, 
iprigntly, and enterprifiins Genius— -^ all of whom, before-men- 
tion^,bid fair to be ufefulamonff their Brethren,inapublicCha^ 
rafter. — And there arefeveral,b^des thefe mentioned, who were 
alfo educated ac diis School, and were well fitted for, and have 
been employed as School-Mafters, who defign to remove with 
their BreithreB to tiieir new Settlement — And add to thefe a 
Number of pious Englifli Youth with mCf fitting and fitted to 

go 
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gD Upon that Emmd^ when, tnd wherever Providence (hall 
open a Door for their Employment therein. 

I ifAT add n> all this, the very favourable Opinion, which (as 
I am informed) fome of the Northern Tribes entertain of the 
Defign of this Scool. The Sachem of the Tribe at St. Francis^ 
(whofe Son was one who came with Mr. PriJUe) fent me Word, 
that he kad more Sons, and defigned to fend them all, as foon 
as tJiey were bigenou^, to be educated in this School^ with 
ocoer Ezprdfioitt of Refpeft, of the like Nature, from others. 

Tbiu Things, I fay, of which I have only hinted, being 
lud together, with the prefent Profpeft of a Fund here, for 
thm Support, do indeed prefent to my ApprehenfiM, fuch a 
Profpeft of Aiture Profperity to that dear Caufe, which is the 
firftOfcgeft of this Seminary (I fay it agsun) as, I think, 
never was yet before us. I truft it is verily the Caufe which 
God defigns to own, and proiber, for his own Namci*s 
fake; but how foon, and to wnat I^egree, is not for uninfpir- 
ed Man to fay. And though he may fuSer Enemries, by 
Means and Methods ever fo unoenerous and unrighteous, to 
embarrais the Prc^;refs of it, by ftopping Refburces on which it 
depoids for Support; yet I i^e he will according to his former 
Lovii^ Kindnds, in due Tinie, provide otl^ Ways and 
Means for the Supply of its Neceffities; and that all Oppofiti- 
on Blade to it, will only be an Occafion of greater Glory to his 
own Great Name. 

I BAYi thought it to be mjr Duty, in this Affair, which has 
heretofore^ ana muft neceflarily ftill depend upon Supplies in 
Ways, $nd by Means, and Inftruments unfbrefeen, as far as 
I could, to follow the pointing of Providence in the Executi- 
on of it, there being in many Cafes, no clearer Difcovery of 
the Pleafureof God, than in fuch a Way, to be expected; and 
ikgreeable thereto, to continue, or inlarge my Number of Indi- 
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The fame I have thought^ with Refpeft to lending Miflio* 
naries where there fhoum be a fair Opening and Profpe^t of 
Succefs in any Quarter. — And I have apprehended^ tbar fuch a 
Biftruft of Provmencci for future Supplies, as (boulddifoouib^ 
or leflen the Improvement of prefent Abtli^, would in this 
Cafe be quite unjuftifiablev fince the Will of God is fo dearly 
revealed, with Refped to our Objeft, viz. the publilhing the 
Great Solvation an\ong the Savages; — according to this Prin- 
ciple, I have endeavoured to proc^d, but not without Hopes, 
that Supplies from beyond the Seas mighr be tiontinued, 'till 
the Expence of the Delign might be fupported by Means 
which are providing Here; And though Providence has now 
cut off my Expeftations from that Qjiaroer, It has madePro- 
vilion for fome prefent Relief of my Nectffities anotbm* Way 

The Money in the Hands of mv ever honoured Patrons in 
Landcn^ is now all exhaufted, ana the prefent Situation of our 
public Affairs fuch, as forbids all Expofibation of fuch Re* 
cruits, as I hoped might be made by their paternal and friend- 
ly Afliftance, and not only fo, but I am alfo, for Reafons, 
and by Means not yet fully known to me,prevented other foreign 
Affiftance, in the Support of my School, which I fuppofed I 
had juft Reafon to exped. Thefc trying Circumftances come 
up to View now, when I have many of my Labourers to pay«^ 
about Thirtv Charity Scholars, Engliih and Indian tupon my 
Hands ;^-one, viz. Tbos. H^alcoU^ to be fupported with the i»- 
diansx — No Provifion made of Cloathing to cover them, and the 
Expence for doins it, at this Diftancein the ^V^ildemefs, very 
great — neceffary fnftruftors, &c. to fupport, and no Penfion 
for any.— The Cultivation of thefe Lands not yet carried to 
fuch Perfedion, as to fupport thefe Expences, nor fufficient to 
lure tHe Labour neceffary the enfuing Year, to complete that 
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which I have Bc^uir. — And yet^ fo greac b God's Goodnefs, I 
am not lefc in Diftreis, as I muft have been, under the Weight 
that has been conflantly upon me, if thefe Occurrences had 
happened at any former Period fince I came into this Wilder- 
nefs. A oareful, watchful Providence, a little before thefe 
Things eame up to View, without any Forethought or previous 
plannmg of any one in the World, to provide for the Cafe, had 
made Provifion for this important Occafion. 

Thx Honorable Join PhiS^^ lSSa\ of Exiiir^ whom Goo 
has gracioufly honoured, both with Ability, and a good Heart, 
as a ^(ood Stewart of the manifold Grace of God, to be un- 
wearied in his Liberalities for die Furtherance of theRiDBiMiR's 
Caufe, did at our laif Commencement here make a Donationof 
6ool. Lawful Money, for che Furtherance of the DtAgn of this 
School, (which being added to other Donations he has made to 
it, fince it came into this Wildenlefs, completes lOooL Law- 
ful Money, befides leveral generous Donations he made to it, 
while it was in its Infancy, before it came here) and to be ap- 
plied, as diere (hould be Occafion : And for the Safety of it, m 
Cafehefhould die, before it fliould be expended, he depofited 
it in the Hands of the Truftees of thisCoU^et refervingto 
himfetf the Power of difpofing of it, according to his own Mind, 
and when he Ihoukl think there might be proper Occafion for it. 

Br this Munificence, this mnd Caufe is yet fuppoi^r^ and 
that charitable and g^erous Soul has the Pious Pleafure of be- 
ing under God, the chief Infhiiment of faving it from finking 
in this important Junfture and Crifis of its AS^m. 

I HOPS this Account of the prefent State and Neceffities of 
diis infant Seminary, will move the Hearts of itt Friends to re* 
newedAAs of their Beneficence towards it, andamongft the 
many Ways, which their charitable ThouadM may fuggeft, I 
will mentiaa only Onc» by which it is likdy many whoare f»> 
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vQiired with a competency of this World's Goods, mty coiu 
tribute Relief) as to my NecelTity for Cloathing for the Chil- 
dren of this School, without any very fenfible Expence more 
than they have accuftomed themfelves to, for the Relief of the 
Needy, who prefentthemfelves from Time to Time, as Ob- 
jefts of their Charity^ viz. by fuch old Clothes, as they have 
put off, or by fuch Remnants ot Pieces, as Traders efteem 
ids valuable, becaufethey are lefs vendable, and yet, are fuch 
as may employ a Dorcas to mend, or make them up Into linall 
Garmenuior thefe Children* 

Tttis Country is yet too new for the Manufadure of much 
Cloathing, and the new Settlers generally too needy, to admi: 
any Hopesof a Supply of this Neceflity anx>ngourfelves: And 
the Expence of CloathinK bought of our Tnulers, after it has 
paired through to manv Hands, and each their Psofits upon 
them, muft neceflarily be great« 

Gbntliicin in ieveral dtftant Quarters,, have (bmetimes Op- 
portunity by Carriages which are coming into this Country, to 
do themfelves the Pleafure of miniftring, as well as thefe needy 
Obje^ of receiving fuch Relief. And, by their thus mi« 
mftring to the Necef&ties, they may find, after many Days,. 
the very Articles thus given, unexpeftedly, and to their 
Surprize^ regiftered in their Favour, and acknowled^l^ 
their Judge, at their final Tryal, as being done to hmi&lf i 
when he Iball openly pronounce them Blefled, and afl%n this 
as the Re^on;/^/ 11^41 iMb^ smlyichstUdm^Scc^ 

I EXPECT an Increafe of my Number of In<Uan Children 
Irom the Province of ;^^, and particularly of Defcendanu 
from Captives among me Tribes there, before the next Win* 
ttr as lAere are numbers m fomc of thole Tribes whoappear to 

have 
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have ireiy favourable Scntimrnta of this School^ and the ckk 
ritableDefignofiL 

Thi late Regulation of theConftitution^ andDi^K^ of the 
civil Affairs of that Pravince, ieem much to d'rfcourage an ex- 
tenfive Million into it^as waspropoied and attempted bdl Year. 
However, it being properly encouraged by Authority there,the 
Difficulty of introducing a Miffionary into their Metrc^>olis, 
the great Town of Q^lmawaga^ where are a confiderableNumbep 
who favour Protdtants^nuy not be infurmountabk^if prudent- 
ly condudedJlnd I think there is great Probability of SucceTs^ 
if a meet Porfon fhould be employed on fuch a Miffian^Num- 
bersyin that and cdierTowns^leem really deiirous to he taught the 
whole revealed Will of God ; and ieem to be fb fully convin- 
ced of the Sincerety of our Intentions towards dietnt that their 
Prejudices appear to be in a ereat Meafure, removed^ and their 
Mindt prepared to hear^ and judge impartiaUy for themfelves^ 
of the great Thiiigs which we would Teach them« I defire to 
wait upon Goo to prepare the Way £>r Mn Dean's Labours 
there, the enfuing Sealbn. 

It appears to me to be of Importance properly to encoun^e 
Meflieurs Johnibn and Fowler^ if they ihou]d> in the Capacity 
of Go&d MiniAers^ and ailb others, who may» m die Capacity 
of School M^ttersi accompany their Bvetinai in their new 
Settlements among the Six Nations;. 

Thbri has been anAddition of 29 Students to this CoU^^ 
at, and fince the laft Commencment, (inftead of Eight, whore^ 
cerved the Honours of it,, and left it laft Auguft) befides the 
Addition made to the Schoc^ before mentionra^* And fuch an 
Increafeof this Seminary, and the^encouraging Profpe&s of its 
Utility, has, and likely will tnctcafe theNcceffity of a new 
Building to acconomodate the Students and as these is yet no 
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fttfficient Pfovifion otherwife made f>r this NecdBcy^ I can t 
bur indulge a pleafing Thoujg;ht, that there are Gcotlement 
whom God hath honoured with AbiUty, and who are not for- 
bid fuoh an AOt of Charity by particular Conncdions, who, if 
thiy (kould gifre themfdves die Trouble to eifquire folly into 
theNeceffity of this Cafe, would eftcem themfelves happy, in 
die oppofitunity co return the Honours and Bounties of Divine 
Providence, they have received to their great Benefaftor, by a 
liberal Diiburfement for this Purpofe. And I wi(h, I hope, 
nnd Prav, that this Paragraph may be kindly dhrcded to die 
Eye of luch a benevolent Soul,and the hint induce hinD to con- 
fider quite feriouOy, whether it is not a Matter well worthy his 
Attention^ and Enquiry ; and I am perfuaded^ if he be once fo 
far gained, he will notfind either hisScnfe of Obligation, or his 
Di&ofition to fuch an aAof Charity, to be at all duniflied by a 
mole tboToughExamination, and thefuUeftUnderftanding of the 
Caib.— For this Favour I wait upon God •, and bow the Knee in 
humble Supplication, totheFadKr of Mercies^ who has fo fig- 
nally owned his Ini9itution hitherto, and has enabled and dii^ 
pofed Inftruments, as there has been occafion to tmnifter Sup* 
plies, from Time to Time for its rifing Neceflities,lnd who has 
the Difpolal <^die Hearts, and Subftance of all, as much as e- 
ver, in his Hands, and at his Sovereign controul. 

And I would take this Opportunity, here publicly, to thank 
a ffreat Number of my valuable and dear Friends on both 
Skfes the Water, who have honoured and greatly obliged me 
mth their kindLetters,bat have received noAnfwerfromme,& 
fome Hundreds there likely are, who have been fo treated by 
me, and whom I do now auure, have not received this Treat* 
ment, through any Wantof Reiped to theirPerfons, nortlm>ueh 
Want of themoft grateful Sentmients of theu- Kindncfi, but only 
through Want of Leifure for it— ^-Glad (hould I have been to 
havcieutrnedtheKindneftif it had been u» my Power^ and it 

is 
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it dways with R^rct, that I reflcft. uoon the lofs of the Pica- 
lure, and Profit of fuch a Correfpondence, and the ReBedion 
has been particularly Painful^ when I have had Reafon to fear 
chat my Friends have not been Icoowlng to the conftant Crowd 
of my Affairs, as to be able to alfign that, .as the true and jufti- 
fiable Reafon of my Negle& I hope in God, that my Affairs 
will by and by be fo fituate as to allow me cAore Leifure.

An ABSTRACT from the Journal of the Fonncr. 1774. 

Saturdof^ June O E T out from Dartmouth CoUege on a MifBon 
i8th, 1774. ic^to the Indians in the Province of ^eiec^ at- 
tended by Tbcmas fFalcut^ a Member of Dartmcutb College^ who 
is intended for a Miifionary among the Indians — The Defign 
of his going with me is. That he may be left at feme one of the 
Indian Towns, in order to gain an Acquaintance with their 
Lanfi;*:age and Cuftoms, that he may be the better fitted for 
Service amongft them. 

Wednbs* 
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WsDNisDAY) Jui 29tb. Amvcd ztMmireal juft about Sun- 
let, afcer a pretty expeditious though toilfome Journey. 

Montreal^ Thurfday June 30th. Waited on Dr. Hmitley^ the 
moft eminent Phyfician in this Town, who very politely oflFers 
me his friendly Afliftance in any Matters I (hall have Occafion 
to tranfad» 

P. M, Vifited Mr. Hum at his I^odgings, where I alfo for- 
tunately met with Mr, Kendall. — Thefe two young Gentlemen 
left Darttmmtb CoOege near a month before I did, and have been 
fome Time in this Town— Mr. Kendall \% about to take an In* 
dian School at Kagbnawiiga^ the chief Indian Village in thefe 
Parts — and Mr. Dean defigns on a Mifiion to the Weftern 
Indian Tribes near the Lakes Erie and Superior^ for which End 
he has made an Attempt to take the Small Pox by Inoculation ; 
but beffins ftronffly to fufpeS it will prove ineffe&ual by Rea- 
fon of ue Oldneu of the Infeftion. 

LoRD^s Day. J$ify 3d. Attended public Worfhip, in the 
Forenoon, with the Church of Ef^land. P. M. Preached a 
Sermon in the Court-Houle, (the Proteftants having no Church 
in this Town) to a linall Audience of the Englifli Inhabitants. 

MoKDAT the 4th. Rode up to Laftnmy a French Village 
about nine Miles above Mmtrealy crofled the River to Kt^bna^ 
w^tf, and put up at one Mr. Stacks an Enolilh Captive, who 
rtfides there, and who has a Son at Dr. WhMocVs School.- — In 
die Evening fome of the Indians came to vifit us, and bid us 
Welcome to their Town. 

TvBSDAT 5th. Called the Chiefs of the Town together, 
and delivered them a Speech, the Subftance of which was. 
That we were fent out by DoAor Wheehek and other Gentle- 
men, 
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men^ to viflt them^ and kc their Situttioii and CnxiuinlUjices 
—to make a Propo£d to them offending their Children to the 
Indian Charity School, and of School-Mafters and Mtfltonaries 
coming among them if they defired it — alfo^ of putting Tiwfli^ 
WsdaM ak forae of their Towns, for the Purpofes before men- 
tioned — and, among other I'hings, took Occafion to obferve to 
them the Excellency and Importance of Religion, and advifed 
them to fearch critically into the Grounds and Evidences of the 
Religion they now profefs — and for that End, to gain fome 
KnowMge of the Scriptures ; and efpeciallv to teach their 
Children to read them, by receiving a SchooUMafter amone 
them, or (ending them to the Charity School in NtithEHgkuii^ 
which was defi^aed for that Purpofe; 

Whin I had concluded* Mr. Dsan delivered them another 
Speech in their own L^toftuage, much to the fame Purpofe, 
wiiich very much excited their Attention and Applaufe ; as it 
was matter of great Surorixcto them to hear an Englifhmaii 
fpeak their Tongue with fuch Facility and Corrcftnefs, and fo 
much in the Stile and Spirit of their own Orators. — The Indi- 
ans returned us their Thanks for the Pains we had taken to vi* 
fit them, and appeared to be well pleafcd with what we had laid, 
and efpecially with our Defign of leaving Thomas ff^afcuu at 
fome of their Towns to learn their Language and Cuftoms— « 
Some of the Indians leemed a ^ood deal inquificive about Mat- 
ters of Rdigton ; one of them, in particular, held a long Con* 
verfatton widi Mr. Deani a(ked hin a Ninnber of Quedions, 
e^cctally concerning the Prohibition of Marriage among the 
Romifh Cler^, and leemed to be convinced that fome of their 
Tenets were mvented only to promote their own felfilh Defigns. 

Arrxa confulting the Indians, and ddiberating upi>n the 

Maticr. 
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Mtltef, we eonctttdcd it would be beft to cany Matter fKatcntt 
to Kamtf$i^e^ an Indian Viit^c, about Thirty Miles further 
up thekiver^ and leave him there, as that Village was compof- 
ea of Indians fr m various Tribes, and a confiderable Part of 
them cmne from the Weftward, and therefore his underfiand- 
tng their Language might qualify him for a Miifion among the 
Tnbes about, ana beyond the great Lake. 

WiDWESDAT, July 6th. This Morning hired a couple of 
Indians to uke \js in a Cante up to Kanafadagi. 

Thu&sday 7th. 1 1 o'clock A. M. arrived at Kanafadage^^ 
Made it our firfl: BuGnefs to enquire artcr one Mr. Lyons anEn* 
gliihnntti^ who lives at that Place, and on whom we depended 
to aflSft us in accompiiihing our Defigns^ and alfo to attend Mr. 
Dean in Character ot a Guide and Interpreter, ihould he make a 
Tour to the Weftward j but found to our no fmall Difappoint- 
ment, that he was gone on a trading Voyage among the dif- 
tant Indians. 

ArTER fome Deliberation repaired to a French Houfe in the 
Village, where we were foon vifired by one of the Chiefs of that 
Part of it, which is inhabited by the Epifangs^ as they are called 
by the French; but the. Indians gave them the Name of Rcdi^ 
roonJacks.'-^t defined him to call the Council of the Rodirom^ 
docks together, as we had fomething of Importance to commu. 
nicate to them- We cholc to put Mailer IValcuii with thefc 
Indians, (who conftitute near half the Village) becaufc their 
Language is faid to be underftood by the Tribes far to the 
Weltward. In about an Hour the Council was aflembled in a 
Urge Houfe in the middle of the Town, called the War, or 
Counfel Houfe, which had for its Sign an Indian Scalp, elevat- 
ed upon a long Pole — They fent us Word that they waited our 
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Attendtnce. We repaired to the Council Houfe, and found 
them aflcmbled to the Number of about Thirty or Forty,, with 
their two Priells among them. 

Aftir fome introdu&ory Ceremonies, Mr. Dean delivered 
them the following Speech in the Kagbnawaga Laneus^e, which 
the mort: of them un^icrftood : — *^ Now,Brother, Iliave kindled 
a Fire * in your Council Houie, and defired you to aflemble 
roundabout it— I come, my Brother, from a great Diltance to 
the Eaftward, being fent by the great Man f who lives by the 
great Lake j; ; and alfo by the 8;reat Minillet who both have 
hold of the fame Noofe g -I am very glad, that the great Bein^, 
wjio prefides in Heaven, has protedled me in all the Way m 
whicn I have come, and that I now fee you in Health and Peace 
— Now, Brother, \ attend, and hold your Ear to a few Words, 
I have to fay to you— The great Man and the great Minider 
who have fent me, have a particular Regard for the Indians, 
and have, therefore, fent me out to vifit you, and fee if you live 
in Peace and Happinefs — and have fent a young Man along 
with me, whom they defire may live among you, and learn 
, your Language, and the young man will be well pleafed with 
It — if you like it, I propofc to put him into fome of your 
Families and leave him with you — as foon as he hath learn'd 
your Language well, I defign he fhall leave you, if you dont 
chufe to have him tarry any longer among you. — wow. Bro- 
ther, I would have you take thcfe Things into Confidcratton,

Tma Anfwer we lookM upon, asaDemal of our Recpeft^ as 
the Imlians generally i^ive an evafive Aitfwtrto a Fropolal they 
don't choofe to comply with-^*-and as for the Priefts, weknew 
them too wdl to think an Application to them wuuM be in the 
leaft fuccelsful ; and we had the hieheft Reafon to think, that 
the Indians had been direfted by them refjpe&bg the Anfwer 
they fliould recmm tis,-«*~-We did not thmk beft to fay any 
Thins to the Indians, at this Place, upon the Subjeft of Reli- 
g^n, left we fliould sdarm their Jealoufies and ftir up the Priefts 
^ainft us, and fo fruflrate our chief Defign, which was 6> leave 
n^mas WalcMt Binong them. 

Tm2 Town of Kanafidagi contaoBf perhs^ about Thxto 
Hundred Souls, the Inhabitants have oeen collefted by the 
Prieftsfirom various Tribea of Indians — The Priefts, as has 
been already obfenred, are Proprietors of the Soil, and a great 
Part of the Houfes in the Town, fo that die Indians have aU the 
Motives refulting from Religmi and temponil Interefts toad^ 
here clofidy aad mvariaUy to their Prkfts and their Profeflioo 
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— and it m^t, perhaps, be worthy the Confideradon of th<^ 
Gendcmen, who ar^ en^iged m civSiziog & diriftiamzing cbc 
Savages^ whether the Romiih Clam have not hit upon the 
moft effedual Method to accomplifhluch an important Defign 
— They have firft obuined a Grant of a Trad of Land ; per- 
foaded a few Indian Families to iettle upon it — affifted them in 
buildinji Houfes, and cultivating the Soil — fupplied them with 
many ot the Neceflanes of Life, and fo, by thde Means, have 
alluredOthers firom various Tribes to come and iettle with Acm 
till their Towns have increafed to a laraeNumber of Inhabitants 
— and the Savagesare thus taught to emem them, as their Land- 
lords, their Faraers, and Ben^iftors — and to pay a Kreac Re- 
verence and ftriA Obedience to their Direftiona, Inftrudions 
and Commands — and if Proteftanc Miffionaries were enabled 
to uke the iame Methods, what Realbn can be ^ven whv they 
(hould not meet with equal Succefs ? 

Thursdat, Jttfy 7th. P. M. went a Board die Canoe» and 
let off on our Return to Mmtrud^ where we arrived next Day 
about Noon. 

Friday the 8th. Conclude *tis moft advifeable that Mr. Bern 
ffo down to St. Frmum^ with ^tbamas WdUcut^ and leave him at 
tnatTown, as the Lan^ageof that Tribe is iaid to be under* 
ftood by many other diftant Indians. 

Thursday, Jutf 12th. Mr. Dum fet out with themMS WaU^ 
mi for St. Francm^ and returned the 21ft. He informs me^ 
That be left Mafter Wattcut at that Place, and that the moft 01 
the Indians there are well iatisfied with his living among than ; 
That 'Pen Gtrman is much plealed with it, & engages to afford 
him his friendlv Prote&ion and Afllftance — That he proDofed 
to the Indians tnere to iend ibme of their Sons to the School, 
and they have agreed to iend four or five with us when we 

return.

returiu Mr. Dean concludes not to puifuc his Miflion to the 
Weftward this Year for the following Reafons : 

X. Mr. LyoMs^ whom he had great Ezpedation of having for 
a Guide and Interpreter, cannot be obtaued as he b abfenc on 
a trading Voyage among the Indians. 

2. The Expcnccs of fuch a Tour, at prcfent, will be very 

freat — A large Canoe muft be bought -, three Men and a Pilot 
ired to navigate her — Provifions fur half a Year or more muft 
be purcliafed at a dear Rate, &c. whereas, fliould he go up with 
the Indian Traders early next Spring, the Expences would be 
almoft nothing. We underftana from eood Authority, that 
there is no fm^l Probability of the Weucrn Indians breaking 
out in a War with the Englifh- — But the chief Reafon is, that 
before aMiffionary can arrive in that Country, the Indians will 
aU be gone out on their Fall hunt, and therefore nothing can 
be done with them till the enfuing Spring. 

Tuesday, 9th Aigu/t Rode to Kagtmawaga to vifit the 
Indians. Mr. Dean converfed with Numbers occafionally, and 
• endeavoured to inftrud them into the Knowledge of thole reli- 
gious Matte9,about which they were inqutfitive. Mr. Dean fet 
out again for KMofaJagiy to converfe with Mr, Lyons about the 
Weftern Tour, which he propofes to undertake next Year. 

Saturday, ^^Amj/f xjth, Mr. Dean returned from Kannfaiage 
— informs me, That he faw Mr. Lyans^ who talks favourably 
about purfuing the intended Tour next Year — and that the In- 
dians tnere appeared very jealous of his coming agmn to that 
Town. Alio, that he preached a Sermon ztKagbnaxvaga^ to 
which the Indians gave great Attention — and fome of them af- 
terwards invited him to preach to them ^ain. They appear 
defirous of Hearing, ana inquifitive after Truth, fb that, with 
the Approbation of civil Government, it might, perhaps not 
be dimcult to introduce a Froteftant Miffionary. among them. 
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August lift. Set Sail for ^ca^^wherewe amVtd the i6th^ 
the 3(nh rode to Lor^tt^ m Indian Town tbout 9 Miles Weft 
of ^v^^^ i-*--waited 00 the King or chief Sachem of the Town » 
who appears to be a^good deal Givilized9&ver7renfible& com^ 
pliafam for an hidian. — MnJD^M^gaye him a particular Account 
of the School in Nem-E^land^ with which he wpeared wdl 

? leafed — and fome other Indians feemed defirous or fending their 
Ihildren with us^ but were afraid of the Jefidis^ who had 
threatened to leave them if they fent their Children among the 
Heretics for an Education. — Wc thou|;hr not beft to urge the 
Matter, but leave them to aft according to their own Inclina- 
tivn. 

Friday Sept. ad. Waited on Governor Gr4rfMj(#, in or-^ 
der to gain his Approbation and Afliftance in profecuting a 
Miffion to the Weftern J^Miri-*— rHe save fome Encourage- 
ment — faidhewouldtaketheMatterintorartherConfideration9& 
write to Governor JFentwortb^ concerning it«-ln the Evening 
preached a Sermon to the MethodiAs in this Town, they at- 
tended with great Eameftnefr and Devotion ; and are, in judg* 
mcnt of Charity, fincere Chriftians ; thdr Numbor is about 
ao, c6mpofed cmeflv of Soldiers and their Wives«. 

Lord's Dxr, Sept. 4th. Preached for Mr. Henry the Pjef- 
by terian Minifter— went in the Evenmg to attend the Metho- 
difts Meeting— they proceed very decently and devoutly in 
their religious Exerciies, and I cannot but entertain a good 
Opinion of their Zeal and Piety ^ *tis a great Pity they are not 
more favoured and encouraged by others. 

Monday Sept 5th. Expefted an hdian from Lffftttd who 
had been with us before, and gave Encouragment to fend a 
Number of Boys to the School^ but he hath not ver come in. 

Tuesday 6th. Set offwith Mn Bfon fx St. FrMsmt—^ 
arrived there Thurfday Sept. 8tht Friday 
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TxwAY 9th; We jKt informed that the JfuMam continue 
ftoidfift in their Refoludon to (end a Number of their Sons to 
the School, altho* fome of their Brethren, together with the 
neighbouring Frmcb People, have endeavoured to difuade tbem 
from it. — In the Evening JoffpbLiwis GiU^ the Chief Sachem 
cf the Town, came to yifit us, he is an E^Uftmm b/Blopd. 
tho* an iUSmr hj Education, being defcended from two En^!^ 
Captives, who about 70 or 8q Years ago, were, in then* Child- 
hood brought PriiMers to this Town,, grew up and became 
naturaliz'd among Utit Indi^m^^ married together and had Six or 
Seven Children, who wene inter-married among the Sav^es^i^A 
have a Number of Children by them, Th<^ of which are tp^ 
with us to the School % Joftpb^ the aforementioned Sachem, ano 
fends a Son, which he h&a by a French Wife ; an InMan Woman, 
whoni hehad before, having been killed by Major /2i^/rj when 
he deftroyed tM^ Tovn.^-forefl^s Wife and her French Relati* 
ona are very much againft his lending his Son, they tell him 
that the Boy will turn. Heretic, and m ruined forever % but he 
e|)coura0;et himfelf and hit Brethren »d Sifters agjiinft thefe 
Inilnuatione, by teUing them^ chat Go!> will preferve their 
Children, and lead them m the right Way, and when they are 
intruded in both the Papift and Proteftant RolifiJofis rhey will 
be capable of choofing that which is bcft-^wiui much inorc 
to the fame Purpofe. 

LoRD^s Day, Sept. nth. This Evenmg the little Boys 
who are to accompany us came to iee us and learn when we 
determined to fet our for NeQhEvgknJ. ---Thcf feem very fond 
of the Journey; and look like fine fprightly Lads 1 the oldcft 
is not above Fifteen Years old; and they all have a gpod 
Ihare oiEfigU/b Blood in their Veins. 

Monday lath. Set out for MMtnd in a Canoe^ with our 
Four littleBoys, who were very joyful at ourDeparture.--Their 
Mothers bid them farewell with great Tendemefi and Aflfeftion^.

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but without any appearance of Sorrow or Rregret, at parting 
with them.- — Called upon Pert German^ the J^^V, who is Mil- 
fionary at £/. Francois \ he treated us withsreat Complaifance 
and many tokens of Friendfliip— fecms to oe ^enerous^ catho- 
lic, and benevolent in hit Principles and Behaviour— approved 
of our taking y^t Indian Boys, gave them fome good Advice ^ 
and wifhed a profperous Journey. Jofepb Liwis^ and an Indian^ 
his Brother- in-Law, with fome others, went down with us in a 
Canoe to the Mouth of the River, took leave of their Sons 
with an afiTeftionate Satisfadion, committed them to our Care 
with a great Appearance of Confidence in our Fidelity and 
Friendlhip, and then returned with Tbcmas WalUutt^ who is to 
tarry at their Town all Winter ; we fet off for Montreal^ and 
arrived there after much bad Weatlier, on Wednefday 14th 
September. 

Saturday Sept. 17th. Left Mm/nal and arrived at Dorr- 
mouth College the 6th of Oftober, after a long and tedious Jour- 
ney.
